1 . The amendment filed 12/17/2002 in reply to the final rejection has been 
considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will 
not be entered because: 

a. The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. The amended independent claims 1 and 14 
now add the limitation "... doping said layer over said transistor gate region 
with a dose of a first dopant, wherein said dose of said first dopant is a 
dosage greater than reguired to result in said layer over said transistor 
gate region having transistor gate electrical properties . . . " where there was 
no mention within the claims of this limitation. While this places the 
application in better condition for allowance, it raises new issues into the 
prosecution of the instant application and would thus provide grounds for a 
new search.
